ON REF A, RECALLING THAT US IS STILL IN RESERVE ON UK 

REF B CASE. WHICH HE STATED IS FOR SAME HEWLETT-PACKARD 
EQUIPMENT, TO SAME END-USER, EXCHANGE RATE FLUCTUATIONS 
ACCOUNTING FOR DIFFERENCE IN VALUE. HE ASKED, THEREFORE 
WHY US HAD SUBMITTED CASE FOR IDENTICAL EQUIPMENT WITH- 
OUT EXPLANATION TO COMMITTEE AND WHY WE WERE STILL IN 
RESERVE ON REF B. PENDING SATISFACTORY ANSWERS HE RE- 
SERVED HIS POSITION. 

2. ON HEARING UK STATEMENT, GERMAN DEL ASKED FOR THE 
RECORD WHETHER REF A IS ALTERNATIVE TO REF B, AND 
FRENCH DEL ASSOCIATED HIMSELF WITH THE QUESTION. THEY 
APPROVED CASE, HOWEVER, AS DID REMAINING DELS. 

3. ACTION REQUESTED: CLARIFICATION OF RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN THE TWO CASES. IF IN FACT REF A IS ALTERNATIVE 
TO REF B, WE CAN IMAGINE THAT APPLICANT MAY HAVE FAILED 
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CASE, REQUEST CONFIRMATION, OR OTHER APPROPRIATE EX- 
PLANATION; AND, OF COURSE, INSTRUCTIONS TO LIFT OUR 
RESERVE ON UK CASE.
